“T visited nearly all the big alr- 
craft factories in America and found 
them so, busy that they didn’t Iknow 
where to turt as-they cannot enlarge 
fhelr plants fast enough," said Mr.

“This delay entailed the loss of 1§ or 16 French. divisions and threw out of 
action for that critical period the whole of the British Expeditionary Force. 
“Our Army and 120,000 French troops indeed were rescued by the British 
Navy from Dunkirk but only with the loss of all their cannons, vehicles and modern 
equipment. . ‘ ; 
“This loss inevitably took some. weeks to repair and, in the first two of those 
weeks, the battle for France was lost. :

Every incident in the swaying 
fortunes of the war since the 
German blitzkrieg started in the 
Lowlands and swept through 
France.has shown the enormous 
importance of the air arm in 
modern warfare.

The meeting was held at the 
Alliance Hall, Palmerestreet, near

- plnce: January,- firat- at-a South. Ken- 
sington hotel and later ut different 
places. . 


A bulletin called “Information and 
Policy” is published from 7, Sicillan- 
avenuc, Southampton-row, W.-C. 1, 
_.the directors_being Lancelot Lawton 
and Norman Hay. When T° visited 
the offices I found that they were 
posted in the entrance hall as “The 
Link Manufacturing Company.” 


The meeting consisted of 
about 40 people,.most of them wo- 
men, Many of them were carrying 
evening papers and were handing out 
to each other the news of the arrest 
of Capt. A. M, Ramsay ond of Mrs, 
Elam, both of whom are members 
of this body, The’ news evidently 


‘eoused alarm. and several members}.
